In this condition the
manufactirers no longer want to pay
the high prices necessary for materia}
under a protective tariff.”

Mr. Redfield declareq that instead of

He sald the American laboring man

FProtested to Hovemeryer.

Mr. Atkins testlfied that he had no
direct knowledge regarding the Penn-
sylvanin transaction, which, he saild,
was negotiated under the presidency
of Henry O. Havemeyer. He said he
protesueq] yvears ago to Mr. Havemeyer
agalnst the polley of the company ac-
quiring bheet-sugar plants, The eom-
pitny officlials point out that the com-
pany has undergone a thorough
change of management and of polley
since the Havemeyer regime.

Discussing the relutions between
the company and the' beet-sugar in-
terests, Mr. Atking said:

“I asked Mr. Havemeyar If it was to

be hls policy to bulld up (he beet =u-
Ear industry at the axpsnss of the cane
sugar refining company.  Hlg answer
wes evasive, and [ tald him that If that
was to be his poliey, I would sell my
stock in the Americen Sugnr Refining
Company. 1 sub@equently did sell con-
siderable of my stock."
" Asked why he wuas opposed to the
company extending into the heet sugar
field, My Atking declired he foresaw in
the Weslern field a beet sugar indus-
try growing which would become a
formidable competitor of the American
company, and, as an Investor, he did
no think It a good proposition to nld
& rival enterprise to a positlon where
it would have Important effect upon
the business of the Indusiry In which
he was fingncially interasted, Alr, Ad-
king stnted that he did not know at
the time he talked te Ar. Havmeyar
that the former head of the sugnrc
trust had already invested In Western
beet sugar concerns.

Mr. Adkins teatlfied to-day that the
American Sugar Refinlng Company's
stock is scattered all over the globe,
with 19,259 stockholders In November,
1910, The average individual holding
of stock was snld to be less than fifty
shiares, and more than 9500 sharehold-
&5 own ten shares or under.

Subumits Statement.

Mr. Adking submitied a stetement
which, among other things, dlscussed
th'e government Wtlgatlon agalnst the
campany, saying:
